THe Recruiting Officer, and Charles the Second, attracted @ very 
numerous audience to this Theatre, on Saturday evening ; both pieces 
went off with great spirit. 

Drurp Dane Cheatre. 

A new Play, called Peter the Great; or, the Battle of Pultowa, was 
brought out at this Theatre, on Saturday night.—It commences with 
the arrival of Peter, (Young,) at Moscow, preparing for the campaign 
against Charles the Twelfth, (Cooper.) The Czar diseovers a conspi- 
racy formed by the Strelitz, who had twice before attempted to” de- 
throne him, A chief of the Strelitz had been exiled to Siberia, but 
his son, Alexis, (Mr. J. Vining,) has been educated, by the order of 
the Uzar, as became his birth. Swartz, (W. Farren,) an old soldier 
of this party returns from exile, is enlisted by Koriac, (Bedford,) the 
ringleader, but is immediately arrested and taken before Peter, whom 
he reviles as a tyrant ; however, on the Czar delivering to him a re- 
script for the recal of his chief from exile, and pardoning himself, he 
is instantly converted to the most ardent loyalty, and hastens to Alexis 
with the joyful tidings, but Koriac had in the mean time prevailed on 
Alexis to beeome one of his band. In a paper, taken from the person 
of Swartz, the Caar discovers the pass-word to the assembly of trai- 
tors, and determines to go disguised alone to the meeting, where Alexis 
urges revenge, but depricates assasination ; the Czar reveals himself to 
Koriac, who attempts to cut him down, but is himself shot by Peter; 
the imperial guards, who had been placed in ambush by Menzi- 
koff, (Younge) rush in and take the party prisoners. The Czar, soon 
after, by accident, is separated from his army, and takes refuge in 
the cottage of Addlewitz, (Liston) a cowardly miller, and prevails on 
Briska, (Mrs. C. Jones) to treat him as her son. Paulina, (Miss E. 
Tree) the supposed daughter of Swartz, is brought by Dorinski, 
(Aitken) to the same cottage for shelter. A party of Swedes arrive 
at the cottage in pursuit of Peter, who, dressed as the miller, enter- 
tains them with brandy, and sings a baechanalian song :—the true 
miller, however, comes in, and a very good scene takes place, when 
Liston’s consternation, at being denied by his mother, and his place 
usurped by a stranger, was highly comic. Charles the Twelfth then 
appears, and is ia danger of his life from some traitors of his own 
army, when Peter, as the miller, comes to his aid, avows himself, and 
the two rivals shake hands as individuals ; but Charles throws down 
his gauntlet, and defies Peter to the Battle of Pultowa; in which bat- 
tle, the Cxar is victorious, and Charles wounded, and compelled to fly. 
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Dorinski, a renegade, is among the prisoners, and is condemned to 
death; but Swartz makes known that he is the father of Paulina, who 
obtains his pardon from Peter, by presentivg him a ring he had given 
her when she passed for his wife in the miller’s cottage.—The Uzar 
then joins the hands of Alexis and Paulina. 

Miss Love played Illo, the bride of Addlewitz, and sang three 
pretty airs, in one of which she danced the pas russe in a fascinating 
maaner, and would no doubt have been encored, but for the length of 
the play. Mr. Young, acted the Czar with great spirit and force. 
and his song was most enthusiastically encored. Liston’s acting was 
exceedingly humorous, and tended much to the success of the piece. 
Mr. Farren, Mr. J. Vining, and Miss E. Tree, played with feeling, 
and judgment. Indeed the whole of the dramatis persone did their 
authors ample justice. It is said to be the joint production of Kenny 
and Morton ; it was completely snecessful, snd given out for to-night 
with immense applause. ‘The house was quite full at half-price.
